WASHINGTON, Jan. 15 (@— 
President E:senhower will lay 
before Congress tomorrow a rec- 
ord peacetime spending budget 
ealling for an outlay of about 72 
billion dollars for defense, for- 
eign aid and home-front needs. 

Despite its size, sources said, 
the budget will enable the gov- 
ernment to operate in the black 
in the fiscal year beginning next 
July 1 with an indicated surplus 
of about 1.7 billion dollars. 

This will be possible only if Con- 
gress agrees to forego a general 
tax cut and to extend excise and 
corporation tax levies that are 
scheduled to drop April 1. 

Increased military spending will 
account for most of the boost 
in the fiscal 1958 budget. This item 
is expected to top 38 billion dol- 
lars, a jump of about 2 billion dol- 
lars over the current fiscal year. 

Eisenhower also will spell out in 
his budget message a series of 
domestic legislative proposals.

Bitter Cold Shrouds Georgia 
As Fog Grounds Planes Here 


A cold wave laced with fog, drizzle and occasional sleet covered 
the state Tuesday night, straining transportation facilities. 


While the fog and sleet were 
expected to abate by Wednesday 
morning, the cold weather was 
expected to continue. 

More than a score of airline 
flights were canceled early 
Tuesday evening because of the 
fog. Passenyers either were re- 
routed or arranged to stay over| 
until Wednesday. 

While the low for Tuesday 
night was 22, the weather bu- 
reau forecast a low of 28 for 
Wednesday night and a low of 
26 Thursday. There was the pos- 
sibility, the bureau said, that the 
low Thursday would drop  be- 
low 26.

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State of the State 
Hits Optimistic Note 


Gov. Griffin’s report on the “State 
of the State” is, indeed, as the gov- 
ernor says, encouraging from the stand- 
point of both growth and progress. 

The enumeration of achievements is 
impressive. The program of construction 
of new permament facilities and buildings 
for government services, especially in the 
schools, continues at a greater pace than 
at any time in the state’s history. Begun 
under the last administration, this has 
been continued and even enlarged. 

In addition to improvements in the 
common schools, huge building programs 
have been continued to permit the uni- 
versity system to meet the increased de- 
mands upon it as the mushrooming high 
school enrollments begin to reach college 
age. The science center at Athens, for 
instance, is geared to new challenges of 
the atomic age. 

The governor pointed out that a total 
of almost three-quarters of a billion dol- 
lars in construction in lasting public im- 
provements has been completed, approved 
or let to contract. This is indeed a “stu- 
pendous”’ figure. 

The challenging job of road-building, 
which with federal aid involves more 
than double the amount spent last year, 
calls for progressively more state partici- 
pation in the next few years. Georgians 
will approve the governor’s resolve that 
the state will make every effort to take 
utmost advantage of federal aid, calling 
for more than a billion dollars on inter- 
state routes alone in the next 13 years. 

The enumeration of continued progress 
and the huge outlays of funds will be 
received favorably. Georgians are glad 
to be able to better finance education, 
road-building and all the other needed 
services. But at the same time, they real- 
ize that they are bearing a greater tax 
burden than any other generation of 
Georgians. 

Bearing such a burden, they hope the 
governor means it when he says that the 
line will be held on spending and taxes 
for the next two years. They hope he 
means it, too, when he says that non- 
essential expenditures will continue to 
be eliminated. 

As important as the fact that more 
money is available to spend is how it is 
spent. Every dollar is needed for the es- 
sentials. In spite of the governor’s opti- 
mistic report, many problems still are 
unsolved. 

The governor, the General Assembly 
and all other agencies of government are 
responsible to the people of Georgia for 
spending upwards of 300 million dollars 
of their money. They have an obligation 
to spend it wisely, without waste and 
with full value to the taxpayers.

Drives Home a Lesson 


Upson County has cleaned house. 

Members of an undesirable element 
who operated unsavory establishments in 
the county have been convicted. Six have 
gone to prison. Five places are now pad- 
locked under court order. 

Superior Court Judge John H. McGe- 
hee, who pulled no punches in sentencing 
the guilty, said the section “is cleaner 
than it has been in the entire 30 years I 
have been in Thomaston.” 

Special Army agents played a vital 
role in collecting the evidence. Sol. Gen. 
Andrew J. Whalen won every case he 
carried before the jury in a special ses- 
sion of court dealing with the problem. 

Charges upon which convictions were 
obtained reflect the conditions that ex- 
isted. They included riot, keeping a lewd 
house, selling liquor and soliciting. 

Upson County citizens and its court 
have won the respect of all right-thinking 
Georgians for the way in which a bad 
situation has been eliminated. It also 
should be a lesson to other Georgia coun- 
ties.

Recommendations for legislation con- 

tained in Gov. Marvin Griffin’s “State of 
the State” address yesterday will cost ap- 
proximately 10 million dollars in addition- 
al funds. The governor says they can be 
accomplished from present revenues and 
without additional taxes. 
. If that be true, some of the recommen- 
dations most assuredly should be ac- 
cepted. Especially is this true in the field 
of traffic safety, a task which the General 
. Assembly already is tackling. The gover- 
nor’s seven-point program, if carried out 
with the full force of public backing, 
would accomplish much good. 

As for driver education, this should 
be compulsory. It is doubtful, though, 
whether it should be a prerequisite to 
graduation. It should be a prerequisite, 
however, for granting of a first drivers’

driver licensing in general and stiffer 
laws will help. 

The proposal that moves be made to- 
ward establishment of a modern, state- 
wide, uniform system of traffic courts 
long has been advocated by this news- 
paper as one of the first steps in any traf- 
fic control program. 

The governor’s indication of support 
for a worxable plan to administer Jekyll 
Island removed from factional politics 
gives the green light to the Legislature 
to solve this problem. 

But especially in the field of traffic 
safety, the General Assembly should ex- 
plore all the governor’s proposals—not the 
least of them being the courts—to the end 
that the carnage on our roads is lessened.

Emotion and fear should not 
cause us to destroy what we are trying 
to build.

‘Closing Old Piedmont Hospital Will Weaken 
Medical Services in South Fulton County’ 


Hapeville — Fifty years ago 
Piedmont Hospital opened its 
doors on Capitol avenue. Great 
benefits through surgery and 
medicine came to most of those 
who patronized those ministers 
of mercy and healing. It is to- 
day the most popular hospital in 
Atlanta. I judge by the com- 
parative record of the larger hos- 
pitals. 

In 1953 it was patronized as 
follows: Fulton and DeKalb coun- 
ties, 65 per cent; adjoining coun- 
ties, 8 per cent; other Georgia 
counties, 22 per cent; out-of-state 
counties, 5 per cent. 


They had a bed occupancy of 
93 per cent in 1953. In 1955 it 
rose to 98 per cent. It was as 
good or better in 1945 when 6,437 
pay white patients stayed an 
average of six days and 1,341 
babies were born there. There 
was at least that many who 
stayed for minor surgery or 
treatment (including shots and 
prescriptions). 

Those 7,778 who stayed for 
treatment or maternity services 
are not going to flock to north 
Fulton in any great number. 
Where will they find a house of 
healing as close and convenient 
as the one at this location? 


Somebody secured a license for 
the location and running of this 
public service institution. That 
privilege carries with it a re- 
sponsibility which was obviously 
accepted by the operators and 
the owners. They have profited 
by §1,500;000. 

Gratitude for past confidence 
and patronage should have in- 
vested that money where it was 
made. The Fulton County com- 
missioners, the Fulton-DeKalb 
Hospital Authority, Fulton Coun- 
ty Grand Jury, the Georgia State 


Board of Public Health and the 
city government of Atlanta should 
get together or act separately 
to keep this house of healing 
open for the 250,000 people south 
of Piedmont who live in Fulton 
and adjoining counties.

Legislature Should Create 


Water Resources Commission 


There is a good prospect that during this session of the Georgia 
General Assembly a true Georgia Water Resources Commission will 


be organized and financed. 

This group, sponsored by the 
State Game and Fish Commission 
and endorsed by other groups, 
including the sportsmen’s Geor- 
gia Conservation League, would 
have as its province the rivers 
and lakes of the state. 

We have no greater resource 
than the water that fills our am- 
ple rivers and provides us with 
lakes. Water is the essential re- 
source from which is derived the 
other valuable and beautiful as- 
sets of Georgia. Forests, farms, 
factories—even cities—can’t exist 
without water. 

The better use we make of this 
resource in the name of all the 
people of the state, the better off 
we will be. Right now there are 
several official and semi-official 
agencies dealing with water re- 
sources including the State Game 
and Fish Commission, a water pol- 
lution board, the Georgia Water- 
ways Commission and others. 

With little direct authority in 
such matters, they variously deal 
in conservation practices, naviga- 
tion problems, recreation devel- 
opments, pollution control, etc. 
No single agency bears final re- 
sponsibility for any given prob- 
lem of water development. 

Some fear exists on the part 
of industries who dump waste 
materials into rivers and lakes 
that an over-all agency would 
impose severe and unreasonable 
restrictions on their activies. Pol- 
lution must be controlled and an 
industry with due regard the 
protection of the state’s resources 
and the community in which 


— 
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it is located will install such 
measures aS are necessary to 
avoid pollution. 

Others should be controlled by 
law. No one should be permitted 
wilfully to destroy the benefits 
of Georgia water courses. 

In order to vest one agency 
with the responsibility to protect 
water resources, the flow of wa- 
ter and its quantity and quality, 
Georgia needs a water resources 
commission. We hope the legisla- 
tors take time to delve thoroughly 
into this matter and thus come 
to understand its importance.

To overcome illness I believe in using all the avail- 3 

able resources of medicine and science. But the physician will be 
quick to agree that medicine and surgery are usually not sufficient 
by themselves. As has been well said, ‘“‘Sometimes it is not as impor- 
tant to know what kind of a germ has the man as it is to know what 


kind of man has the germ.” 

Often I prescribe for sick peo- 
ple certain medicines for the 
mind, believing that if one thinks 
right it will greatly influence the 
processes of physical healing. 
Certainly there is a close rela- 
tionship between one’s health and 
his spiritual attitudes. 

From the Bible we can lift out 
many health-giving truths. Let 
me put down three that I often 
quote: 


(1) ‘And Jesus went about. 


. . « healing all manner of sick- 
ness and all manner of disease 
among the people’ (Matthew 
4:23). I believe that Jesus once 
lived and that while He lived He 
possessed marvelous power to 
heal. I believe that He lives to- 
day and still has power to heal. 

When one is sick, the mere 
presence of the physician brings 
calmness and assurance. If you 
do not believe in your doctor it 
is not likely that his healing min- 
istry will be nearly as effective. 
But beyond faith in the physi- 
cian, when we believe “The 
Great Physician now is _ here, 
the sympathizing Jesus,” it 
tremendous __ difference. 
When ill, form a mental picture

of the Master placing His hand 
on your head. 

(2) Another verse I quote is 
*‘Let not your heart be troubled: 
ye believe in God, believe also 
in Me”’ (John 14:1). That verse 
brings great comfort and takes 
anxiety from our minds. After 
all, if I really believe in God 
and in Christ, what really is there 
to worry about? Not even death” 
is a calamity. And it is demon- 
strated again and again that 
when the mind is relieved of the 
strain of anxiety, the healing 
processes of nature and the treat- 
ment of the physician are much 
more effective and rapid. 

(3) Another is ‘‘The prayer of 
faith shall save the sick’”’ (James 
9:15). One of the worst things 
iliness can do for one is to pro- 
duce despondency. When one 
loses the ‘‘will to live,’’ he has 
lost his best weapon against ill- 
ness. “‘Prayers of faith’’ cause 
one to find hope, determination 
and courage. Faith also gives to 
one calm confidence and a real- 
ization of God’s restorative en- 
ergy within him. 

Thank God for the Bible! It has 
the answer for all our needs.

BECK ANNOUNCES RETIREMENT 
FROM PRO FOOTBALL RANKS

CEDARTOWN, Jan. 15 — “I'm not planning 
to play any more pro ball.”’ 

Thus did Ray Beck, that rambling wrecker 
from Georgia Tech, Tuesday afternoon announce 
his retirement from professional football and the 
New York Giants. His reasons were two-fold. 

“First, there’s the family problem of moving 
each year to New York and then back to Cedar- 
town,’’ said Beck. ‘‘Tommy (his five-year-old 
son) is starting school this year, and that would 
create another problem. We don’t want him 
changing from school to school. 

“Secondly, this year ends the plans I made 
after college. I planned at that time to play pro 
ball for five years, and that’s all. Two years in 
service knocked out considerable time, and this 
would have been my fifth year if I had not gone 
into the Army. So I think it’s time to quit.’’ 

Mindful of sports’ many announcements of re- 
tirements and almost as many announcements 
of figures ‘‘coming out of retirement,’’ Beck re- 
called the case of Chuck Bednarik, the hardrock 
from the Pennsylvania coal mines who plays 
linebacker for the Philadelphia Eagles. 

“Our placekicker, Ben Agajanian, and I were 
discussing Bednarik,’’ laughed Ray. ‘“‘Bednarik 
announced his retirement several years ago and 
they held a day for him and gave him a Cadillac. 
He’s still playing. Agajanian said he was going 
to announce he’s quitting so he could get a car.”’ 

‘I don’t think I could go back and play after 
someone had given me a car,” said the lovely 
better half of the Beck family, Claire. 

Beck, who never saw a losing season at Geor- 
gia Tech, couldn’t have picked a better time to 
ride the glory train into the business world. The 
Giants humiliated Chicago’s big, bad Bears, 47-7, 
for the National Football League championship 
and said Mr. Beck blocked a punt for one of the 
New York touchdowns. (‘‘Defensive signal-caller 


Bill Svoboda called a ‘block kick’ play on that 
one.) 

The Giants had cooked up a real defense for 
Rick Casares, massive Chicago fullback. ‘‘Line- 
backer Sam Huff was assigned to stay on Ca- 
sares all the time,’’ explained Beck, ‘‘even when 
he stopped to tie his shoes. Then when Casares 
slanted off tackle—he likes this play best of all— 
Andy Robustelli was there to meet him, and 
when he turned in, there was Huff. We were able 
to do this because the Bears’ best halfback, 
Bobby Watkins, was hurt and not able to play. 
Otherwise, we would have had to watch him, 
too.’’ 

A chipped bone in his Achilles tendon limited 
Beck’s defensive play during the season, but he 
saw overtime action on offense. He had little 
trouble blocking the Bears’ rugged Ed Meadows, 
a defensive end who hit the headlines after put- 
ting Detroit’s Bobby Layne out of commission. 
‘‘Meadows charges hard, and sometimes a little 
push will get him out of the play,’”’ said Beck. 

Best lineman he'd faced in three years of 
pro ball, said Beck, was Ernie Stautner, former 
Boston College tackle who plays for Pittsburgh’s 
Steelers. Hardest man to block was Tom Scott, 
ex-Virginia end with the Philadelphia Eagles. 

The Becks have settled on College street in 
Cedartown, and already young Tommy has cap- 
italized on his father’s football ability. The boys 
across the street, mostly nine- and 10-year-olds, 
usually don’t take in five-year-olds, but they 
made an exception in Tommy’s case because 
*‘your father played for the Giants.’’ And they 
report that Tommy ‘‘really racks.”’ 

Ray and his brother, Billy, team to run the 
Cedartown-Atlanta truck line. They spend a great 
deal of time on the family farm, and Ray likes 
golf for recreation while ‘Billy prefers fishing. 

Golf score? ‘‘I would tell you a lie but the 
people around here know what I shoot.’’ Ray 
smiled a golf smile.

Sen. Brown Wants Busts To Honor 2 Georgia Signers of Constitution 


Fulton Sen. Charlie Brown- took his first official step Tues- 
day in the State Senate by filing a resolution to place busts 
of Georgia’s two signers of the U.S. Constitution in the Hall 
of Fame at the State Capitol. 

The resolution provides for placing busts of Abraham Bald- 
win and William Few in the rotunda of the Capitol. A similar 
measure is to be introduced in the House by Clarke County 
Rep. Robert G. Stephens Jr: 

Brown is sponsoring the resolution on behalf of the Daugh- 
ters of the American Revolution. 


The resolution points out that Georgia’s two signers of the 
Constitution “have never been suitably honored by any tangi- 
ble evidence of their greatness... . ” 

It also provides for establishing a committee to handle de- 
tails on obtaining the busts. The committee would be com- 
posed of three members of the House to be named by Speaker 
Marvin Moate and two members of the Senate to be named 
by Lt.-Gov. Ernest Vandiver. Secretary of State Ben Fortson 
would serve as chairman.

Scoggin of Floyd, chairman of 
the Jekyll Island Study Commit- 
tee, and from Rep.

Scoggin said, “Il am _ person- 
ally against selling the lots.

Rediscovered for Concert Career

Someone remembered—and a 
child prodigy who rebelliously 
had abandoned the concert stage 
for 12 years resumed her career 
as an exceptional concert pianist. 

Miss Ruth Slenczynska — who 
turned 32 yesterday — explained 
that she thought everyone had 
forgotten her. But in 1951, when 
she was teaching piano in Cali- 
fornia, a man happened to over- 
hear her playing. 

He was the late Gastone Usigli, 
then head of the Carmel (Calif.) 
Bach Festival, who recalled her 
childhood fame and invited her 
to play at the festival. 


_“A FEMININE HOROWITZ” 


Miss Slenczynska had rediscov- 
ered the Bach Sonata in D Ma- 
jor—one of the selections she 
played at the festival—and when 
she had finished her program the 
press remembered her, too. They 
called her “a feminine Horo- 
witz.”’ 

Since then she has given 600 
concerts in the United States and 
Europe. 

The lively pianist appeared in 
Atlanta Monday night with Ar- 
thur Fiedler and the Boston 
Pops. 

The story of her development, 


“retirement” and successful re- 
turn to concerts is a tangled tale 
of a young girl’s struggle to 
grow up naturally. 

Miss Slenczynska speaks frank- 
ly of the father who loomed in 
her young life as a perfectionist 
and a demanding taskmaster. 
She started playing the piano in 
her California home when she 
was 3% years old. “Mother was 
in the hospital having Gloria, and 
Father didn’t know what to do 
with himself. He showed me a 
scale on the piano and said I 
could tell Mommy what I had 
learned.”’ 

She learned the scales with 
both hands so rapidly that her 
father started teaching her 
with intensity. Ruth had to 
practice nine hours a day. But 
the tiny child wanted to play 
the piano, too. 


1,000 CONCERTS 


Her father, a violinist, gave 
her ‘‘a teeny violin,’’ and she 
threw a tantrum because she 
wanted the piano. Nine months 
later she could play a com- 
plete program. 

And by the time she was 14 
she had given 1,000 concerts,

Mr. Rogers pointed out the in- 
fluence of horizontals, verticals, 
rectangles and squares in many 
contemporary paintings and 
cited the work of the Dutch 
artist Mondrain as an example. 


GREAT DETAIL 

“The rather flat look of the 
two-dimensional work of Ce- 
zanne is interesting, too,’’ said 
Mr. Rogers.

Family life 
centered around Ruth’s artistic 
development. She recalls her 
father’s attention centered prin- 
cipally on her talent. He had 
little time for her two sisters. 

The entire family—including 
older sister Helen (now Mrs, 
James E. Lee of Atlanta) — 
moved to Europe so that Ruth 
could study with outstanding 
pianists. The family moved 
where the teachers were—Corot 
and Rachmaninoff among them 
And her father’s only employ 
ment was developing her. 

The tiny (not quite five feet 
tall) pianist tells with a flash- 


ing smile of never having had 
a doll and of having to ‘‘sneak’’ 
to read fairy tales—‘‘My father 
kept me at that piano and made 
a pianist out of me!” 


TROUBLES BEGAN 


The family lived in Europe 
until the war started in 1939 
when they came home to Cali- 
fornia. That’s when Ruth’s real 
troubles began. She com- 
mented—again with humor as 
if she feels it’s all behind her 
now—‘I was a weed—a big 
bloated thing—and I sure had it 
rubbed into me. My father said 
other kids were useful, out 
earning money.’’ Her complete 
inertia lasted until 1941 when 
she insisted on taking the en- 
trance exams for college. 


She had not had formal 
schooling, but she passed the 
tests and entered the University 
of California. She lived at 
home, right off the campus. 
But she didn’t use the money 
earned from her early concerts. 
When she went out on a date (‘I 
had to work for them, too’’) 
she waited until she got to the 
corner to put on lipstick. 


Professors at the university 
were interested in her prodigy 
past, of course, and gave her 
aptitude tests. Curiously 
enough, music turned up eighth 
on the list. Teaching was her 
best antitude. And later she 
was ‘‘very comfortable’ teach- 
ing. 

“RAN AWAY” 

The psychology major ‘‘ran 
away with a young man’’ in 
1944 six months shy of gradua- 
tion—and married him. Her 
deep brown eyes sparkled as 
she explained, ‘‘I wanted to be 
like the other girls around. I 
wanted to stay home and cook. 
But my husband had the same 
sort of idea as my father about 
my talent. He thought I should 
be out giving concerts. 


‘‘During those years, she said, 
“my direction was all mixed 
up. I had a golden spoon in my 
mouth. But my father had 
taught me to depend too much 
on him. I was afraid to try 
playing for an audience, for 
fear I would fail.’”’ The mar- 
riage ended in divorce, and, 
finally, Miss Slenczynska was 
rediscovered. 


“WOULD BE THRILLED”’ 


Her father died before she 
returned to concert playing, but 
she exclaimed, “I know he 
would be thrilled to pieces.”’ 

And now Miss Slenczynska in- 
sists, ‘‘I am very proud of what 
I have done. I paid an awfully 
high price for it, but I always 
loved music more than I hated 
the pain. One has to pay a high 
price for every moment of 
glory.’’ 

She feels that her religion is 
music—‘“‘I speak the language of 
mankind, because music is the 
international language. I inter- 
pret a composer so people out- 
side know what he is trying to 
say—it is the duty of every mu- 
sician. I can do that with music 
and no other way.” 


But Miss Slenczynska still 
wants a home and family. She 
mentioned wistfully that Helen 
now has two children and Gloria 
has four. 

If she were to offer advice to 
a child prodigy now, the young 
woman would tell her this: 
‘*Everything she does should be 
done because she loves it.’’

Robert Rogers Makes Talk to Neighborhood Garden Club 
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PTA Keeps Close Tab

Parents of students at Avondale High School can 
keep close tab on school and PTA events now. 

A monthly newsletter, put out for the first time 
this year by the Avondale High PTA, is being mailed to 


the parents. 

Mrs. Peyton, Lingle, publicity 
chairman for the group, serves 
as editor of the newsletter. 

Teachers and students act as 
reporters of school news, and 
the PTA news comes from the 
group’s various chairmen. 

Mrs. Lingle incorporates this 
news into the four-page publica- 
tion which includes on one page 
information from the _ school 
about school policies, attend- 
ance, guidance and counseling, 
discipline, the school’s grading 
system and the honor societies. 

The second page is devoted to 
a feature entitled “Did You 
Know?’’ which includes out- 
standing accomplishments of 
the school, faculty and students. 
PROGRESS REPORT 

Another page includes a prog- 
ress report of the current and 
future PTA actions, and the 
fourth page is a calendar of 
school and community activi- 
ties. 

The student and faculty mem- 
bers assist Mrs. Lingle in run- 
ning off copiles on the school’s 
duplicating machine. 

Then there is an assembly 
line of students to fold and as- 
semble the pages, staple them 
together, and stamp and ad- 
dress the finished newsletter. 

The cost per issue of 900 cop- 
ies is around $30, Mrs. Lingle 
said. 

Mrs. Lingle emphasized that 
it is a group project, with the 
school, the PTA and the stu- 
dents cooperating. 

“The primary purpose of the 
newsletter,”’ she explained, ‘‘is 
to bring the school and the par- 
ents into closer contact. Then, 
too, we hope it will increase 
membership, attendance and in- 
terest in the PTA when the par- 
ents know what’s going on.”’ 


THEME 


The newsletter is not the only 
thing that draws members to 
meetings. The program theme 
for the year is ‘Strengthening 
the Ties’’ and is designed to 
give the parents a better un- 
derstanding of the school. 

In September, with the theme 
“Going Back to School,’”’ each 
mother was given her child’s 
schedule card and went 
through the first day of school 
with the child. 

‘Strengthening the Ties of 
Higher Education’’ was fea- 
tured in the October program, 
with a professor from Agnes 
Scott explaining the importance 
of collegian relation to every- 
day life. 


PLANS AND PROBLEMS 


The plans and problems of 
the school system were dis- 
cussed in November’s program, 
‘*Your DeKalb School System.”’ 
The December program, 
“Christmas in Song,’’ was put 
on by the students. 

January’s program will 
strengthen defense ties, with 
the theme ‘Parents Should 
Know About Civil Defense ... 
Being Educated and Prepared 
May Save the Life of Child and 
Self in Bomb Attacks.”’ 

In the Founders Day program 
for February, a skit by par- 
ents and teachers will help the 
members rediscover the intent 
and value of PTA. 

In March, a diversified co- 


operative training program will 
be initiated. This program gives 
the students an opportunity to 
learn and earn on the job. The 
school gets the jobs for the 
students, in accordance with 
his preference, and the stu- 
dents are graded by the school 
on their progress. 

“Strengthening the Spiritual 
Ties” will highlight the April 
meeting. A local minister will 
talk to the group on spiritual 
ties between the school, com- 
munity and nation. 

Installation of officers and an 
evaluation program will end the 
school year in May.

Now She Needs 
To Be Cheered 


“T think a great many people want to know,”’ the voice on the 
phone said. ‘‘She’s meant so much to so many people in Atlanta 
during the years . . . and now she’s awfully sick!’’ 

The anxious voice referred, it turned out, to Lenora Beasley, 
a Negro nurse who for more than a quarter of a century has . 
helped Atlantans get their babies born and home from the hos- 
pital, seen them through the long-drawn-out, backbreaking ill- 
nesses of their old people and stood by them in death and loss. 

Now Lenora Beasley is critically ill herself at her home, 
396 Angier Ave. 


I talked to her and she was touched that anyone would think 
her old patients would want to know about her. Doctors who 
operated on her on Christmas Day discovered that she had can- 
cer and sent her home, as she put it, “to make the best of the 
situation.”’ She is as comfortable as her husband and other rela- 
tives and friends can make her. She has no pressing needs, un.- | 
less you count the need which her friend who telephoned men- 
tioned: The need to be remebered for the time when she had un. | 
limited strength and courage and vitality to share with others. 


“T only had one child,’ the woman who called said. ‘‘He was 
born 19 years ago and Lenora helped me to get him here. She 
weighed 200 pounds then and it was 200 pounds of sunshine. She 
was the kind of nurse you would have kept fulltime all the time 
if you could have afforded it. Just having her in the house did 
the whole family good. Later when my mother was an invalid 
Lenora came back and did so many little things to make Mother 
comfortable and to cheer me. She did the same thing for hun- 
dreds of other families, I know.” 


Lenora Beasley was born Lenora Graham, daughter of Tom | 
Graham who was the pantryman at Emory University Hospital © 
for more than 25 years. They lived in the country during her child- 
hood and she can’t remember a time when she didn’t dream of 
being a nurse. 

“I watched my mother take care of sick things on the farm 
and it seemed to be such a wonderful skill to have. She could 
make sick chickens well, and you know to a child that’s a mighty 
impressive thing.”’ 


The little colored girl made up her mind to study nursing 
and she ultimately was graduated with distinction from Grady 
Hospital’s school for Negro nurses. At first she did general 
private duty practice but obstetrics appealed to her greatly and 
for four years she served at Florence Crittenton Home—a place 


where the miracle of a baby’s birth of a necessity is over- 
shadowed by unease and shame. 


But thanks to the cheerful philosophy and the comfortable per- 
sonality of Lenora Beasley the experience was easier and hap- 
pier for a great many young unmarried mothers. 

“I often wish,” said Mrs. Beasley regretfully, ‘that I could 
have kept in touch with them. You like to know how your babies 
get along. It’s one of the best things about obstetrical work—to 
see a life begin and to watch it grow. But there's a necessity 
for secrecy at Florence Crittenton Home, and when you work 
there you get used to that.” 


Now Lenora Beasley’s nursing days are over and that in 
itself is difficult for her to take. Her own parents were ill a long 
time and she took care of them until their death several years

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English Doctor Notes 
Reasons for Crying 


Dr. R. S. Illingsworth, noted English pediatrician, 
‘has devoted many years to observing the crying of ba- 
bies and is convinced there isn’t a baby who cries to 
exercise his lungs. 

Some months ago. we reported what Dr. Ilingsworth con- 
siders the basic reasons tiny babies cry: Discomfort (usually 
hunger or wind), loneliness (the baby wants to be picked up and 
loved) and sheer boredom. Toward the end of the first three 
months of life, Dr. Illingsworth believes, a baby wants to see 


something except the wallpapers in his goom or the inside of 4 


his carriage. 

Now, writing in ‘‘Family Doctor,” a publication of the 
British Medical Assn., Dr. Illingsworth analyzes crying in older 
babies and small children. Again he finds boredom to be a 
great factor. Much of baby’s crying is a demand for compan- 
ionship. 


CAUSES LISTED 


Some babies cry if left flat in a carriage, but are happy 
if propped up. Some cry when propped up in a carriage, but 
are happy propped in a high chair or lying in a play pen. All are 
ready to look around and take notice and shriek for the chance. 

Other causes: 

Forcing the baby to take food he doesn’t want or not letting 
him hold the spoon or bottle when he is ready. 

Letting the baby get overtired, either before feeding him 
or before putting him to bed. 

Trying to discipline him too soon—either in commanding 
him to eat or sleep or trying to force him to use the pottie—and 
constantly reprimanding him. 


JEALOUSY INVOLVED 


One of the great causes of excessive crying, Dr. Iingsworth 
believes, is jealousy, which in itself is nothing more than the 
child’s fear that he has lost the love of his parents. For exam- 
ple, nearly all crying at night, he says, is due to a child’s 
love for his parents and should not be construed as naughtiness. 
Somé crying at night is caused by fear of the dark, shadows 
on the walls, or nightmares. To let such crying go uncomforted 
is, he holds, brutal. Almost every child of 2% and 3% years of 
age cries if awakened. 

Some children cry a great deal more than others no matter 
what their household is like (we knew one truly loving house- 
hold where all four babies wailed like banshees, so much 80 
that they were known as the ‘‘cry-baby family,” yet the crying 
in each baby stopped abruptly at 8 months), but in all children 
crying is greatly increased, Dr. Illingsworth says, by boredom, 
fatigue and hunger. 


FIND THE CAUSE 

When any child cries excessively, he warns, parents should 
look for the underlying cause—friction in the home, jealousy, 
too much discipline or boredom. 

On crying babies there should be one inviolate rule in every 
household: Any sudden scream or cry at night should be investi- 
gated. The baby may be suddenly sick or in trouble, or an older 
child may have, equally disastrous to him, night terrors.

NEW YORK, Jan. 15 (®—Union Bag-Camp Paper Corp. to- 
day announced it has completed acquisition of approximately
